A glimmer of hope that formula 
feed business in the Southwest is on 
its way to improving was seen this 
week by several mills, while others 
commented that sales were continu- 
ing to be very slow. The slight im- 
provement was noted in southern 
areas of the region where chicks are 
started earlier than in the northern 
sections. Egg prices and over-all 
farm conditions are not good enough 
to cause much optimistic buying on 
the part of the consumer, and this 
situation works itself back through 
the dealers to the manufacturer. 
Most mixers characterize the cur- 
rent doldrums as the “February 
slump.” It seems to happen every 
year, they say, and they don’t know 
exactly why, although once the mar- 
ket weakens, they note that buyers 
are reluctant to stock up until they 
are sure prices have hit the bottom. 
Consequently buying is of the hand- 
to-mouth variety in all lines of feed. 
Inventories are allowed to run low. 

In the cattle feed line, those with 
high molasses feeds note that feed- 
ers are just not buying that type of 
feed, apparently because of the price 
level of molasses. 

Running time this week averaged 
a little less than normal five days. 
At least one mill reported that it 
shut down one day early in the week 
for lack of business.

The industry seeks a 20% cut in 
the size of the hatching egg supply 
flock. To do it, the council has asked 
hatcheries to cull flocks closely and 
sell breeders two months early, and 
it asks the feed dealer to hold the 
line on placing broilers in the field. 

The pamphlet advises feed dealers 
to to their part by concentrating on 
doing a better job rather than get- 
ting more birds on the market. De-

Hatcheries are asked to cull care- 
fully and to sell off low production 
and tag end flocks.

The processor is challenged to pro- 
mote the sale of heavy fowl during 
February and March, to run at full 
capacity by catching up seasonal slack 
with breeder hens and by tightening 
up on quality requirements for the 
plant with a plea to suppliers to 
volume.

Shows No Change 


KANSAS CITY—Production of for- 


mula feed in Kansas City in 1956 
showed almost no change from the 


previous year. Ten mills in the Kan- 
sas City area produced 571,246 tons, 
compared with 571,976 in the previous 
year and 635,128 two years ago 

The over-all Kansas City produc- 
tion result was less favorable than 
that of the entire feed industry, which 
is estimated to have increased output 
by 6% last year. Most of the national 
gain was recorded in broiler and tur- 
key feeds, types of production in 
which the average Kansas City mill 
participates to a lesser extent than 
in many other areas. Hog feed pro- 
duction was down considerably, and 
the drouth in parts of the Kansas 
City territory also had a dampening 
effect on shipments from here. This 
section was also hampered by low 
egg prices during most of the year

Systemic Insecticides 
To Kill Cattle Grubs 
Appear Promising 


WASHINGTON—tThe search for a 
chemical that can be given to cattk 


orally or by spraying to destroy cat- 
tle grubs inside the animal body ha 
turned up two insecticides that ma 
be what scientists have been look 
ing for, the U.S. De partment of Agri 
culture reports 

In line with previous reports, the 
most promising of these finds is said 
to be Dow ET-57, a phosphate com- 


pound that is given by mouth as a 
drench or in a large cylindrical pil! 


It dissolves and passes through the 
walls of the digestive tract, quickly 
circulating in body fluids to all part 
of the animal. The ability of the 
chemical to permeate the animal’ 
body tissues distinguishes it as a 
“systemic” insecticide 

Cattle grubs—-the larvae of heel 
flies—usually enter the bodies of cat- 


tle near the heel and burrow upward 


through the flesh. They are appar- 
ently killed when the animals aj 
treated with ET-57. If this insecti 
cide is administered before the grubs 
reach the animal's back, damage to 
the flesh is reduced and the grubs 
do not make holes in the hide 

The other systemic that has pe: 
formed well against cattle grubs in 
preliminary tests, USDA said, is Bay 


er 21/199. This chemical, also a phos 
phate compound, is administered by 
spraying over the animal. The way 
this insecticide gets into the animal 
body to kill the grubs has not been 
fully determined, but at least some 
of the chemical known to be ab 
sorbed through the skin. USDA sc 
entists know much less about 21/199 
than they do about ET-57, but re 
sults to date are encouraging. Th 
said that an insecticide such a 
21/199 that can be sprayed on 
easier to use, especially on rar 
cattle, than one that must be given 
by mouth

able commercially, and these chemi 
cals are not yet recommended fo:

WORST DROUTH—NSeverity of the drouth in the western and southwestern 
area of the U.S. is illustrated by this map, released by the government fol . 
lowing the recent drouth inspection tour by President Eisenhower. The map 
shows the number of months during the past four years in which rainfall was 
below normal. The dark areas had more than 40 months of below-normal 
rainfall during that period, the dark shaded area 35 to 40 months and the 
light shaded 30 to 35 months. According to the U.S. Weather Bureau the 
severity of the present drouth has, in general, equalled or exceeded that of 
any other drouth in the same area since the beginning of precipitation records 
about 1850. Tree-ring data suggest that there have been no worse drouths in 
the area since 1670, and perhaps since 1670.

Lysine Lowers Protein 


Needs in Iowa Test 


AMES, IOWA-— Use of lysine, an 
amino acid, in turkey poult rations 
resulted in reducing the amount of 
protein needed for most efficient and 
cheapest gains in studies conducted 
by Robert FE. Phillips and Stanley 
L. Balloun of Iowa State College, 
the college reports 

The first study was on poults to 
six weeks of age. Protein levels rang- 
ing from 21 to 31% were used. When 
the diets were supplemented with 
the amino acid lysine, “best” growth 
was achieved with 25% protein diets. 
This level was also best for feed ef- 
ficiency and feed cost per pound of 
However, for diets not supple- 


gain 
mented with lysine, 27% protein was 
required to achieve maximum per- 
formance 

Another experiment covered the 
growth period from 6 to 12 weeks 
of age. Protein levels here ranged

1. When the pH of the rumen con- 
tent is over 7.5. When this occurs,

2. When free oxygen (from forced 
drenching) is introduced in the ru- 
men or when potassium nitrate 
(which acts as a source of oxygen) 
from certain pasture grasses is pres- 
ent in the rumen content. 

3. When the feed intake has insuffi- 
cient calcium, magnesium or vita- 
min D. 

Oxalic acid is responsible for pro- 
ducing tetany in animals since it 
binds and inactivates magnesium and 
calcium from the blood stream. 

The following precautions are indi- 
cated to avoid oxalic acid formation 
and resulting tetany in livestock 
when feeding urea on tetany produc- 
ing gresses: 

A suitable source of calcium, phos- 
phorus and vitamin D should be pro- 
vided at all times to the animal. This 
should be offered especially for some 
time prior to, and during, the feeding 
of substances which are known to fa- 
vor oxalic acid formation in the ru- 
men.

American agriculture, Mr. Miller 
noted that the “poultry industry is 
probably more dynamic in this re- 
spect than any other segment of 
our agricultural economy.”

A dust treat- 
ment with one of the antibiotics i 
required for a more serious Out- 
break, but if losses are high then an 
injection-type treatment is called for 

Dr schmittle suggested that se- 
lection of the proper antibiotic i 
easier and less costly if the flock is 
reared in small groups in separate 
pen Another way is to pen off the 
more eriously affected birds and 
try the treatment on them 

Too many growers spend too 
much money trying treatments on 
their entire flocks with little suc 
ce Dt schmittle said. Whether 
i grower spends money on preven 
tive medication with an antibiotic 
in the feed is dependent solely on 
the economi involved, he said 

Bulk Delivery 

A northeast Georgia feed dealer

It is believed that the system of 
feeding used in the fleld will tend 
more and more to change to that of 
an all-mash complete feed program 
This type of program insures that the 
turkey poults receive a properly bal 
anced and fortified feed formulation 
from one day of age until the birds 


are finished and ready for market 
With such a program, maximum 
growth, feed efficiency and livability 
are obtained. The guesswork of tur- 
key feeding such as allowing the tur- 
key raiser to feed too much grain is 
thereby eliminated.

Hatchability 

Turkey hatchability has been im- 
proved approximately 25% during the 
past four years through extensive re- 
search which has led to the addition 
of vitamin E and sources of uniden- 
tified growth factors including dehy- 
drated alfalfa meal, condensed fish 
solubles and dried brewers yeast to 
the turkey breeder feed formula. It 
is extremely important to properly 
fortify and balance all nutrients in 
the turkey breeder feed formula 
There is a rather serious prob- 


| lem yet to be solved with regard to 


increasing and maintaining turkey 
hatchability over an extended period 


| of time. It is now possible to main- 


tain the hatchability of fertile eggs 


| over a period of 24 to 27 weeks at a

level of 75 to 80%. Such figures 
clearly show that there is still room 
for further improvement in turkey 
hatchability 

It is not the objective of this pres- 
entation to discuss turkey breeding 
It might be pointed out that the tur- 
very definite 
problem in providing a bird which 
will produce eggs over a more extend- 
ed period. Such a program coupled 
with improvements in feed formula- 
tions will tend to make turkey poults 
available on a year around basis 
This should lead to a cheaper price 
per poult and an additional profit for 
the turkey raiser 

In summary, it might be stated 
that great advances have been made 
in turkey feed formulations for pre- 
starter, starter, grower and finisher 
feeds as well as improvements in the 
formulation of turkey breeder feeds 
Turkeys are now being finished at 
18 to 20 weeks for females and 22 to 
24 weeks for males in some instances 
Under these conditions, the amount 
of feed required to produce the fin- 
ished product is decreased decidedly 
over that which would be apparent 
if the birds are kept for the usual 
periods of 26 to 30 weeks. The turkey 
raiser and the feed manufacturer 
simply cannot afford the high mainte- 
nance cost required simply to main- 
tain the body of the turkey after the 
birds are 20 to 24 weeks of age. There 
will be a time in the future when no 
more than 3 Ib. of feed will be re- 
quired to produce a pound of finished 
turkey under average field conditions 
Turkey livability can be increased 
through the use of the prestarter 
feed according to observations report 
ed from the field.

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USDA Notes Large Supply =: 


Of All Feed Concentrates ; 


WASHINGTON—The total supply 
of all feed concentrates for the 1956- 
57 feeding year is now estimated by 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
at 200 million tons—2% above the 
big supply of last year 

The number of grain-consuming 
animal units on farms for 1956-57 
is estimated at 163 million, 2 million 
less than last year. The concentrate 
supply per animal unit is 1.23 tons, 
also a new record. 

USDA says the total util a) oO 
feed grains and other concentrates 
in 1956-57 may be slightly smaller 
than in 1955-56. Fewer hog numbers 
may reduce total volume fed. If the 
rate of feeding per animal unit is 
about the same as in 1955-56, around 
130 million tons of concentrates 
would be required for 1956-57 
about 2 million tons less than the 
amount fed in 1955-56. Exports also 
may be down somewhat 

Total disappearance of feed grains 
and other concentrates may be about 
150 million tons, or about 3% less 
than last year, and the carryover 
of grains into 1957-58 may be around 
15% above the record carryover of 
43 million tons at the beginning of 
the 1956-57 season last October 

Combined stocks of the four ma- 
jor feed grains in all positions on 
Jan. 1 were 121 million tons, 4 mil- 
lion more than a year earlier. Corn 
stocks were unusually heavy at 3,416 
million bushels. Stocks of other feed 
grains were down 

Reporting on the feed situation, 
USDA goes on to note that farmers 
are putting smaller amounts of feed 
grains under price support than a 
year earlier 

Feed Prices 

Feed grain prices in recent weeks 
have been relatively stable and have 
continued higher than a year ago 

USDA said that the $1.25 bu. corn 
support for non-complying farmers 
has been one of the factors giving 
strength to corn prices. Its influence 
may diminish now as the local mark 
price is near the support level in 
much of the Corn Belt. This, to- 
gether with the fact that there is 
more ‘“free’’ corn on hand, may re 
sult in less seasonal gain in corn 
prices during the next few months 
than in the first half of 1956 

Wholesale prices of high protein

Corn Borer Threat 
Shows Decline in

WASHINGTON, D.C.—The poten- 
tial 1957 crop of European corn bor- 
ers found in U.S. corn fields last fail 
is smaller than the previous year’s 
but still large enough to threaten 
economic damage, according to state- 
federal surveys. The North Central 
states showed reduced numbers of 
this pest, while a build-up of the in- 
sect’s numbers occurred in Eastern 
states, the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture has reported.

per 100 plants in 1955, to 105 in 1956 
Borer populations have been build- 
ing up in the East and declining in 
the North Central states since 1954 
six of 11 eastern states reporting in 
both 1955 and 1956 recorded impor- 
tant increases in 1956, with the aver- 
age for all 11 states rising from 75 
borers per 100 corn stalks in 1955 to 
130 in 1956. Heaviest concentrations 
were found in New Jersey, Rhode 
Island, Delaware, New York, Vir- 
ginija and Pennsylvania. Among east- 
ern state nly Maryland reported a 
pronounced decrease under 1955 
Entomologists think persistent 
drouth in the Midwest is contributing 


to continued decline in corn borer 


numbers. In a dozen North Central 
states, the average number of borers 
per 100 plants dropped from 173 in 
1955 to 98 in 1956. In Iowa, most 
heavily infested of these states, borer 
numbers continued to drop from 497 
in 1954 to 351 in 1955, reaching 220 
in 1956. In some states, less than half 
as many borers were recorded in 1956 
as had been found in 1955. Borer 
counts in Illinois dropped from an 
average of 285 per 100 stalks in 1955 
to 127 in 1956, and in Indiana from 
172 to 97 

Arkansas showed only a light in- 
festation, and no borers were found 
in the Oklahoma areas surveyed. 

Although the borer has been found

found in 37) several states reported 
new county records last year, indicat- 
ing continued spread 

The borers showed up in 28 new 
counties in Mississippi, 7 in Arkan- 
sas, and one each in Alabama and 
South Dakota. This brings to 1,681 
the total number of counties where 
the corn borer is found in the US. 

In 40 years, the corn borer has 
spread west, north and south from 
the point near Boston, where the 
pest was first discovered in 1917. It 
is a native of Europe, but has found 
the U.S. environment much to its 
liking. It now is found from Maine 
to Colorado and from Montana to 
Georgia

For 
financing major farm adjustments 
of this kind, farmers need credits 
that are repayable over a period of 
years, Mr. Garlock adds.

Prepartum Milking 


There appears to be no justifica- 
tion for milking dairy cows before 
freshening to relieve udder conges- 
tion, according to Philip H. Cole, ex- 
tension dairyman at the University 
of Nebraska. He state that some 
dairymen follow this practice when 
cows’ udders become badly swollen 
but extra time and labor spent ap 
parently do not warrant it 


Researchers at West Virginia Uni 
versity found that prepartum milk- 
ing has no effect on the incidence 
of milk fever but it did cause an in- 
crease in the number of retained 
placentas. In addition more “cak- 
ing’ was found in udder f cows 


milked prior to calving 

West Virginia researchers also 
learned that the amount of milk pro- 
duced during the following lactation 
is not affected and calves from pre 
partum milk cows grow as well as 
those from normally milked cows

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Maryland Reports 

On Antibiotics 

In Laying Rations 


COLLEGE PARK, MD.—The Uni 
versity of Maryland recently issued 
a report on the feeding of anti 
biotics to layers 

The report, in the college's “Mary 
land Poultryman bulletin, told of 
a university test and commented on 
other findings 

The birds used in the Maryland 
experiment were meat strain New 
Hampshire pullet which would nor- 
mally lay at a rather poor rate since 


they had not been bred for high egg 
production. A standard all-mash lay 


ing ration was fed. The control group 
received no antibioti« the second 
pen received Aureomycin added to 
the feed at a rate of SO gram p 

ton; the third pen received a mix 
ture upplying 17 gram ol penicillin 
ind 343 wvrams of treptomycin per 


| 











ton. The experiment covered a De- 
cember-August period, 

The report noted that “Aureomy- 
cin apparently increased the rate of 
production somewhat (from 40.27 to 
46.40%) during the winter months.” 
Over-all the report said, 
showed no apparent improvement in 
egg production resulting from addi- 
tion of the antibiotics 

Referring to other investigators’ 
work, the report said that it is gen- 
erally concluded that high level] anti- 
biotics are likely to improve egg pro- 
duction when the birds are under- 
going some form of stress and pro- 
duction is low. However, it was noted 
that in a recent previously reported 
experiment, an antibiotic improved 
the rate of production of hens which 
were apparently healthy and laying 
at a relatively high rate. In an egg 
laying contest held at the University 
of Connecticut, addition of Aureo- 
mycin (100 grams per ton) to the 
rations fed to half of the birds re- 
sulted in improving production from

an initial level of 70 to 75%. This 
experiment involved a number of 
breeds and strains and was conduct- 
ed over a period of several months 

The Maryland report went on to 
discuss the “production and feed 
utilization response necessary to pay 
for continuous feeding of antibiotics 
at high levels.” 

“Let us assume that a production 
strain of birds is normally laying at 
a rate of 60% production and eggs 
are worth 36¢ doz. to the producer,” 
the report said. “If an all-mash lay- 
ing ration costing $80 per ton is fort- 


ified with an antibiotic (50 grams 
per ton) which costs 10¢ per gram, 
the price of the mash will be raised 


to $85 per ton. 

“In order to pay for this increase 
in feed cost, increased egg production 
or improved feed utilization or both 
would be required. If egg production 
were not increased, the amount of 
feed required to produce a dozen eggs 
would have to be decreased by ap- 
proximately 6%. However, in most

months. Their research showed that 
use of high quality hay materially 
reduced the cost of rearing dairy 
herd replacement 

“Usual practice has been to feed 
calves whole or skim milk up to six 


months, and concentrates plus

roughage, until first calving,” the re- 
port states. “As much as 2,000-3,500 
lb. grain is commonly fed to dairy 
heifers under these conditions before 
first calving Researchers found, 
however, that with the feeding of 
large quantities of good hay, grain 
fed in excess of 560 Ib. does not in- 
crease the growth rate.” 

The researchers also found that 
different combinations of alfalfa hay 
with other high-quality roughages 
such as corn silage, timothy hay and 
corn silage, timothy hay and orchard 
grass-ladino hay, and bromegrass- 
ladino hay and corn silage all pro- 
duced similar results in calf gains 
The studies indicate that it is im- 
portant to maintain a high legume 
content in the high-quality roughage 
rations 

In these experiments, the individ- 
ually fed group of nine Holstein and 
25 Jersey calves was offered as much 
forage as they would eat, after 10 
days of age 

The group of nine Holstein heifers 
consumed an average of 564 Ib. of 











grain during the first nine months 
and their weight averaged 617 Ib. at 
12 months, compared with expected 
“normal weight” of 632 Ib. Weight 
of these heifers at 24 months aver- 
aged 1,068 Ib., compared with ex- 
pected weight of 1,069 Ib. 
Similarly, a group of 25 Jersey 
calves, which consumed an average 
of 549 lb. grain until nine months 
old, averaged 460 Ib. at 12 months 
compared with expected “normal 
weight” of 450 Ib. At 24 months, 
weight of the Jersey group averaged 


801 Ib, compared with expected 
“normal weight” of 733 Ib.

According to U.S. Department of 
Agriculture observers, this distribu- 
tion of the Cuban blackstrap crop, or 
that part of it, will not create a 
squeeze on supply for the feed indus- 
try.

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House Committee Splits on 


Corn Plan for Soil Bank 


WASHINGTON~.-Members of the 
House committee on agriculture 
this week split in their thinking on 
a bill for corn crop participation in 
the Soil Bank in 1957 

The committee is often non-parti- 
san on price support planning but 
this week it reached an impasse 
when the Democratic majority re- 
jected the administration's proposal 
for what it considered a satisfac- 
tory bill for corn crop participation 
in the Soil Bank. 

The administration had asked for 
the establishment of a corn acreage 
base of 51 million acres from which 
15% would have to be put into the 
Soil Bank by corn farmers in the 
commercial belt to be eligible for 
soll bank payments and for price 
support purposes. The administra 
tlon also asked for a_ three-year 
measure under these terms plus dis- 
cretionary price support for corn at 
between 70-90% of parity and at the 
end of three years corn acreage al- 
lotments would end for the corn 
crop and price supports would only 
be available at the discretion of the 
secretary of agriculture at zero to 
90% of parity 

After days of testimony the Demo 
cratic majority of the committee re- 
jected the administration's proposal 
and adopted by a straight party vote 
its own proposal which contains the 
51 million acreage base for the corn 
crop but would extend to the pro 
ducers of the other basic commodi- 
ties such as wheat, cotton, peanuts, 
tobacco and rice eligibility for Soil 
Bank payments on idle land on which 
the farmer previously grew oats, 
rye, barley, grain sorghums, s0oy- 
beans, flaxseed and corn grown in 
the non-commercial corn belt. Fur 
ther, the Democratic bill would 
make eligible for Soil Bank partici- 
pation at the rate of $15 per acre 
iny farmer who takes some of his 
feed grain crops out of production 

Earlier in the week, Marvin Me 
Lain, assistant secretary of agricul 
ture, told the committee that such 
a proposal probably would be vetoed 
by the President 

After the House ap- 
proved the Democratic version, Har- 
old Cooley (D, N.C), committee 
chairman, said that he would not 
send the bill to the floor since it was

It is apparently fighting to kill a 
provision of the administration's 
proposal which would end acreage 
allotments for the corn crop when 
the Soil Bank terminates, thereby 
taking that crop out of the basic 
commodity group and putting it in 
the class of non-basic non-perishable 
commodities which can be supported 
at between zero and 90% of parity. 

While the House committee im- 
passe indicates probable delay in 
progress on the corn acreage prob- 
lem it seems likely that there will 
be found a common ground for com- 
promise which will include a 51 mil- 
lion acreage base for the 1957 corn 
crop—a soil bank eligibility require- 
ment for that operation and also for 
price support—with the administra- 
tion giving in on the three-year 
term and on some other proposals.
